Completion of Double Track 
Work Will Give Trunk 
Line to Cincinnati.

Jellico, Tenn., Feb. .— That 
representatives of the Southern 
Railway Co. soon will appear before 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion at Washington and submit a 
petition for permission to revise 
and rebuild their line of road from 
Pioneer, Tenn., to Jellico, a dis- 
tance of 18 miles, and for the privi- 
lege to build 2 raiiroad from Jellico 
to Danville, Ky., a distance of 120 
miles, to connect with their line to 
St. Louis is practically certain. 

A corps of engineers of sixteen 
men have been busy since April, 
1925, determining the most feasible 
route between Knoxville and Dan- 
ville by making many preliminary 
surveys and have run various lines, 
especially between Pioneer and Dan- 
ville. They now have turned back 
and are locating the Tine between 
these two points, via Jellico and 
thence by Proctor, Ky., where the 
Finleys own thousands of acres of 
highly valuable coal lands, and 
thence down Jellico creek, up Pleas- 
ant run, through Cox’s gap on to 
Cumberland river at Marshes creek. 


Will Traverse Elk Valley. 


The road will pass through Elk 
valley, Tenn., in its meanders from 
Pioneer to Jellico. 

The grade through the moun- 
tains of Tennessee and Kentucky, 
from Pioneer to Marshes Creek, 
will not go above 6-10 of 1 per 
cent. Some grades on present line 
between Pioneer and Jellico are as 
much as 2 per cent, and carry but 
twelve loads. The steepest grade 
on the new line between these two 
points will carry 50 loads. It is 
on account of steep grades and nu- 
merous tunnels that the present 
line of road is to be revised. There 
are seven tunnels on the present 
line, whereas the new line will have 
but two or three, certainly not more 
than four tunnels, 

The route from the Cumberland 
river to Danville is being developed 
by another engineering corps, equal 
in number to the engineering corps 
developing the route from Pioneer 
to the river mentioned. Next will 
follow development of, revising and 
rebuilding the line from Pioneer to 
Knoxville. 

The new road will rank with the 
best roads in the South, and give 
the Southern another trunk line to 
Cincinnati and Knoxville, and al- 
most direct line from Knoxville to 
the middle West. 


It is said double tracking of the | 


main line from Knoxville via Ashe- 
ville—a large part of which already 
is double tracked—will be com- 
pleted soon, according to present 
plans. 


Trunk Line to Cincinnati. 


At Asheville the

Corn Market Remains Firm, 
but Midwest Shipments 
Continue Meist. 


BARLEY DEMAND GOOD 
IN WESTERN MARKETS 


Argentine Flax Quotations 
Hurt U.S. Trade: Rye Trad- 
ing Active. 


Continuec weakness in the for- 
eign wheat markets, together with 
the favorable progress of the win- 
ter wheat crop in the United States 
weakened the domestic mar- 
kets and caused further price de- 
clines during the week ending Feb- 
ruary 27, according to the weekly 
grain market review of the United 
states Department Agriculture. 
The corn market, however, showed 
independent strength un’ prices of 
both corn and oats held firm: The 
demand for barley was more ac- 
tive in the central Western markets 
New low quotations for Argentine 
flax weakened the United States 
markets and caused sharp declines 
in prices. for domestic seed. 

While much of the wheat being 
exported from Argentina continued 
to be of poor quality and trade es- 
timates were that only about half 
of the exportable surplus would be 
of good milling wheat. foreign de- 
mand continued of small volume 
and Kuropean importers were not 
inclined to take wheat in more 
than sufficient quantilies for their 
current needs. This indifference 
of Kuropean importers was reflect- 
ed in weakness at the Winnipeg 
market toward the close of the 
week, which in. turn was a de. 
pressing tactor in the United States 
markets. 

The generally favorable condition 
of the winter wheat crop in che 
United States also contributed to 
the general weakness. The lack of 
definite information as to stocks of 
wheat remaining on farms causes 
considerable uncertainty to the 
supply of wheat that will be avail- 
able until the new crop wheat is 
ready for market, but with the con- 
tinued small export demand for 
flour the trade did not appear ap- 
prehensive and prices in the future 
markets, particularly the July fu- 
tures, declined sharply, the July 
future on Friday closing 6 cents 
below the close of the previous 
week.

Cash Premiums Firm. 


Cash premiums for spring and 
hard winter wheat held firm, but 
premiums for soft winter wheat 
were further reduced in most of 
the markets. Flour demand was 
reported somewhat improved at 
Minneapolis and with a slight de 
crease in receipts premiums aver- 
aged slightly higher, 12 per cent 
protein No. 1, dark Northern, be- 
ing quoted at that market at 8 to 12 
cents over the May price; 12% per 
cent protein, 19 to 14 cents over 
and 13 per cent protein, 12 to 16 
cents over. The supply of durum 
wheat was limited and premiums 
held firm at-.about the previous 
week’s basis, No. 1 amber selling 
at the Duluth price to 21 cents 
over. Duluth May durum, howev- 
er, declined 5 cents, closing on Fri- 
day at $1.36 per bushel. 

teceipts of hard winter wheat 
also fell off materially as a result 
of the poor roads, light farm stocks 
wld (OMmpleted tax payments. 
Premiums were about a cent higher, 
No. hard winter per cent pro- 
tein being quoted at Kansas City at 
“1, to 10 cents over the May price; 
12' per protein 9% to 11 
cents over and 13 per cent protein 
10% to 12 tl, cents over, The ac- 
cumulation of Pacific coast wheats 
in the central Western markets, 
much of which was of only fair 
Quality, Was a depressing influence 
on the soft winter wheat market 
and prices were relatively lower 
than for the hard winter wheat. 

While the demand from the cen- 
tral West has become very limited 
in the Pacific Northwestern mar- 
kets, more activity in the export de- 
mand has improved the market 
situation in that terpitory. <A cargo 
of white club wheat was reported 
sold to the United Kingdom from 
Portland at $1.48 per bushel bulk, 
equivalent to $1.52 sacked. Several 
parcels to the Orient and another 
cargo to the United Kingdom for 
April and May shipment were also 
reported. Crop conditions are good 
in the Pacific Northwest with mild 
weather causing a good growth of 
the new crop. 

Continued light receipts with 
farmers not inclined to sell freely 
at present prices held the corn 
market firm. Poor roads also re- 
stricted movement, but with prices 
of live stock still favorable for 
feeding only moderate quantities 
of corn are being offered in the 
cash markets. The quality of the 
receipts was reported somewhat 
improved but a large percentage of 
the corn moving out of lowa and 
States eastward to Ohio still eon- 
tained excessive moisture. Some 
improvement in the Geinan.! began 
to be noticeable, except , possibiy 
in the Southwestern markets where 
mild weather and continved large 
offerings uf grain sorghums re- 
stricted the demand forcorn. The 
demand for white corn at Cincin- 
nati Was wctive and prices of white 
were increased over tie yellow 
grades. The Pacific coast took 
some corn at Omaha, but local ele- 
vators were the principal buyers 
at Kansas City.

considered it entirely the business of the 
American authorities as to who should or 
should not be admitted to the United 
States. His stand was, as might be ex- 
pected from a statesman of his training 
and experience, absolutely correct, for 
the admission or exclusion of aliens is a 
sovereign right, inherent in every free 
country, which it can. never, without in- 
jury to its prestige, abandon. Should any 
country, under duress, abandon it, it 
ceases, ipso facto, to be free. This right 
is one which the United States has al- 
ways asserted, and it has asserted it 
more strongly than ever, perhaps, in the 
last few years by the enactment and suc- 
cessful working of stringent immigration 
laws. 

On the subject of reprisals Sir Austen 
Chamberlain was equally emphatic. 
Asked if it was not in the power of the 
British government to exclude persons 
from Great Britain on grounds of moral 
turpitude, he replied thus: 


Yes, it is in the power of this country 
to exclude any alien, if it wishes to do so. 
The particular offense charged in this 
case (that of the Countess Cathcart) is 
classified differently, as I understand it, 
under American law, from the way in 
which it is classed here. After all, I do 
not think that we can wisely undertake 
to dictate, even by questions in this house, 
to the people of the United States how 
they shall administer their own laws or 
what those laws shall be. 


The stinging sarcasm of that last sen- 
tence ought to put the quietus on inter- 
national mischief-makers. 


REPRESENTING THE DISTRICT. 


Congress, through its two committees 
on the District of Columbia, has opened 
the door to the citizens of Washington 
for a potential voice in the shaping of 
legislation that affects the District. The 
citizens’ advisory council in its capacity 
of the court of last resort in the matter 
of recommendations has an important 
duty to perform. Its influence may be 
either helpful or harmful in the District’s 
‘struggle for home rule and the franchise. 
By impressing itself upon the community 
as a useful, representative body perform- 
ing a high grade of service, it can whet 
the appetite of the citizens for a progres- 
sively increasing voice in the manage- 
ment of their own affairs and compel the 
respect of Congress. On the other hand, 
by fumbling its work as it has been do- 
ing, both Congress and the local public 
may become disgusted.

What are the reasons? They may be 
found in the manner in which the coun- 
cil is elected. Less than 100 persons cast 
the ballots that elect the members of the 
council. The council was not only created 
by the Federation of Citizens Associa- 
tions, but its members elect the council. 
While associations affiliated with the 
federation may nominate persons for 
membership in the council, the actual 
voting is done by the delegates compos- 
ing the federation. There are 49 asso- 
ciations with 2 representatives each in 
the federation, making 98 delegates. 
These 98 vote for the 7 white members of 
the council, and the delegates to the fed- 
eration of civic associations vote similar- 
ly for the two colored members. 

The members of the council are elected 
not on issues, but largely on personal 
popularity. At the last, which was also 
the first, election of council members no 
candidates made any avowal of a stand 
on a public issue except George R. Wales 
and William S. Torbert, who declared 
themselves opposed to suffrage for the 
District, although the sentiment of the 
federation delegates whose votes they 
sought was almost unanimous in favor of 
suffrage. 

Certainly the members of the council 
should have a wider constituency than 
100 voters. They can not seriously un- 
dertake to speak for the community on 
any such slender basis. They speak only 
for the Federation of Citizens Associa- 
tions, and in the most restricted sense, 
that is, for the body of delegates to the 
federation, not for the membership at 
large of the affiliated bodies. 

Why not amend the plan so that the 
rank and file of the membership of “or- 
ganized citizenship,” instead of the few 
score delegates representing that rank 
and file, should vote directly for members 
of the council? 

Under such a plan more persons would 
vote for council members, giving the lat- 
ter a broader and more authoritative 
warrant to speak for the public in ad- 
vising the commissioners and Congress. 
In this way candidates would be forced 
to run on issues and not on personal pop- 
ularity. The plan would eliminate the 
confusion resulting from the council and 
the federation blanketing each other’s 


efforts. ‘The council then would not be 
merely the voice of the federation, but 
in a broader sense the voice. of a large 
number of citizens. If all members of

Lawrence instead of the Niagara frontier 
the terminus. The former would elimi- 
nate entirely the necessity for the use of 
the Welland canal in Canadian territory. 

Thirty years ago Congress provided for 
a channel 21 feet deep from Buffalo to 
Lake Superior. That channel was 


‘dredged and had a remarkable effect 


upon the shipping of the great lakes. But, 
owing to the diversion of the water from 
Lake Michigan through the Chicago 
drainage canal, together with the gen- 
eral lowering of the lake levels, possibly 
because of the cutting of the vast timber 
areas in the water sheds of Superior, 


Michigan and Huron, that depth has di- 
minished in recent years to the extent of 
at least eighteen inches. If there is ever 


to be a deep ship canal between the At- 
lantic and the lakes some means must be 


| provided for restoring the channel depth 
to 21 feet, or even to increase that depth, 
| if it can be done. 


Here the problem is transferred from 


the army engineers to the internationa! 
joint commission, which has jurisdiction 
' over the boundary waters between the 
United States and Canada. 


During the 
last summer the members of the commis- 
sion made an examination of the water

Thyroid Gland Lnportant. 


The field of the thyroid gland 
apparently offers the best prospects 
for such research. This gland has 
especial importance in the develop- 
ment of the teeth, which is plainly 
shown when it gets out or order 
or is entirely removed from the 
body. 

For instance, when it was 
moved from young animals, 
growth was retarded and a crumbly 
condition of the teeth resulted. As 
soon as these same animals were 
fed an extract of thyroid, their 
teeth apparently gradually assumed 
normal appearance and hardiness. 

Thyroid deficiency also results in 
late eruption of the temporary and 
permanent teeth. Thyroid extract 
has a curative effect in such pa- 
tients. <A child with its thyroid 
gland absent, was toothless 
twenty-second month, 
sixteen teeth during the 
months after being given 
extract. 

Other dental troubles may also 
occur. Defective enamel and cusp 
formation, tendency to 
teeth and irregular formation of 
the teeth may all take place when 
the thyroid gland isn’t working 
smoothly. These defects are due to 
improper calcium metabolism—and 
it is calcium that makes the teeth 
strong and healthy. 

This calcium metabolism, which 
is the healthy, normal chem- 
ical transformation of foods in the 
body, is the common property of all 
the glands. In fact, the functions 
of each gland is so corelated to the 
functions of every gland, that the 
glands must be considered as a 
unit, with each gland, however, 
performing its special and impor- 
tant service in the development of 
the body and maintenance of normal 
health. An increase or decrease in 
the functions of any particular 
gland may have an effect on the 
work of the other glands. 

In this relation of the teeth, we 
find that the thyroid, thymus and 
parathyroid glands act as calcium 
absorbers and the gonads or sex 
glands are calcium excretors. In 
proper calcium metabolism, there is 
found a correct balance between the 
functions of these glands. 

According to Thorlief if we con- 
sider the different stages through 
which a man lives, we find that the 
individual in childhood and during 
the growing period needs all the 
calcium that can be obtained in or- 
der that a normal growth may take 
place. During this period, the thy- 
mus, the thyroid, the parathyroids 
and pituitary act as calcium  ab- 
sorbers and hold at bay sex glands 
which act as calcium execretors. 

If no calcium absorption should 
set in, a deficient development of 
the teeth and bones follow. In mid- 
dle age the calcium metabolism is 
more stable and the body does not 
need more calcium than is required 
to cover what is used in the daily 
process of wear and tear, 

During this period a _ balance 
takes place between the calcium 
absorbers and the calcium excret- 
ors. The thymus has ceased to 
function and the sex glands are in 
which act as calcium excretors. 

In old age, there is an excess of 
ealcium; the-sex glands have de- 
creased or ceased entirely to func- 
tion and a storing of calcium takes 
place. The bones become overcal- 
cified and the teeth get very hard. 
Calcius of the teeth is common and 
pyorrhea has a tendency to set in. 

Diet and infectious diseases are 
probably the two main causes for 
the changes in proper glandular ac- 
tion. There_are other conditions, 
however, that may cause trouble.

Then, while he is being fascinated 
by her charm, she pricks him in the 
back with a needle containing dope. 
At this moment Randall, the boy, 
returns. He is horrified by what 
he sees and declares he will call 
the police. But he is helpless in 
Lulu Belle’s hands. After some 
cajoling he is her slave as usual: 
he even permits her to rob the body 
of the doped man, and with their 
hands full of money, together the 
two take flight. 

The third act is Saturday night 
at the Elite Grotto, several months 
later. The cafe is filled with col- 
ored people. Lulu Belle is now 
considered rich and in her way is 
famous. She has become deadly 
tired of the ever-faithful Randall 
and has begun to cast her eyes 
once again upon her old admirer. 
Randall realizes his defeat but will 
not give her up. He is madly jeal- 
ous; insanely in love. A fight is 
arranged between Randall and the 
admirer——supposedly a_ friendly 
boxing bout. Randall is beaten and 
Lulu Belle openly gives herself into 
the arms of the admirer Randall 
sees red; he snatches up a knife 
and rushes at his adversary with in- 
tent to kill, succeeding in badly 
wounding him. The police are 
called in. Up to the time of the 
bout all the principal personages 
of the drama have been colored 
characters played without exception 
by white actors. But while the 
boxing fight was in progress 4 
party of dressed up slum hunters 
visit the grotto.

The 
climax of the act sees Randall led 
off by the police but not until he 
knows that the woman he loves 
and fought for is to be taken to 
Paris by the white man. 

The last act shows Lulu Bell's 
sumptuous apartment in a Paris 
hotel. To this place of wicked lux- 
ury, Randall, who has served his 
term, follows her. At first he en- 
treats her to return to him; but she, 
of course, can only laugh at the 
beggar who stands before her, the 
dirty beggar who worked his way 
on the cattle boat to get to her. She 
laughs and calls him vile names. 
Then, in a rage he kills her. 

Cheap drama, if you will, but 
hardly worse than such. melodramas 
as *‘Camille,’’ ‘‘Manon:Lescaut”’ and 
a host of others.

To the Art Editor of The Wash- 
ington Post: We hear that Wash- 
ington is an art center. Is it so? 
There are many fine artistic pro-' 
ductions shown in well appointed 
exhibition rooms. There.is Iinter- 
esting statuary; there are some 
“beautiful buildings. But it takes 
more than that to make an art cen- 
ter. You would not think of Pitts- 
burgh as a steel center if all that 
was there was a wonderful museum 
with a model of a steel mill and ex- 
amples of the products made there- 
in. Something more is required. 
Roughly, it may be said that the 
significance of any 
measured by the character 
activity of the people in it.

/HOW TO KEEP WELL 


SEASICKNESS. 

HERE is no one cure for sea- 
iy sickness because there are sev- 

eral kinds of seasickness. 
Therefore, when a person knows 
that he is gubject to that painful 
disturbing disorder he may well 
take another step in discovery by 
finding out what kind of seasickness 
he has and What causes it. This 
step having been taken, he is ready 
for the question, what can I do to 
be saved? 

There are five types of the dis- 
order, though these types may 
merge into each other, or may be 
modified by other factors. Maybe 
a better way to put it is to say there 
are five major factors which causes 
seasickness, and the disofder may 
be dominated in a given individual 
by any one of them. 


One is due to disturbance of the 
labyrinth, a part of the internal 
ear which has to do with equilib- 
rium. In another type, disturbance 
of digestion, overeating and consti- 
pation are the principal factors. 

Those cases in which there is 
more headache, muscle sore and dis- 
inclination to move, and less nau- 
sea and vomiting, may be due to 
pituitary disturbance.

All of this is taken from an ar- 
ticle by Dr. Desnoes,; a United Fruit 
Co, surgeon, who draws on 4n enor- 
mous collective experience. He is 
especially helpful when he talks 
about prevention. He says: 

“The great majority of passengers 
can avoid seasickness by adopting a 
few rules of hygiene and diet a 
week or so before sailing. Among 
these are: Abundant sleep, exer- 
cise in the open.air, horseback rid- 
ing and aquatic sports. WHxcesses 
of all kinds are to be avoided. Con- 
stipation must be overcome. This 
should be done by a vegetable and 
fruit diet and exercise.”’

Later Comptroller General Mc- 
Carl took a different view of the 
law and, reversing the actions of 
his predecessor, began ordering 
many army and navy Officers 
promptly refund the allowances 
under threat ef checking their pay. 
The officers protested, but 
to comply, inasmuch the 
tary of War and Secretary 
Navy ordered the disbursing officers 
to withhold their pay until the 
amounts set up by the comptroller 
general had been collected. 

Navy officers promptly brought 
suit in several Federal courts to pre- 
vent collection, and the courts in 
every instance held that neither the 
comptroller general nor the Secre- 
tary of the Navy could check an of- 
ficer’s pay without the specific au- 
thority of Congress, which had not 
been given. The courts also held 
that to give any executive official 
authority to stop the pay of an army 
or navy officer would be empowering 
him to cripple the defense of the 
country. Notwithstanding these de- 
cisions, the War Department has 
continued to collect large amounts 
out of the pay of hundreds of army 
officers. The object of the present 
suit is to determine why navy of- 
ficers’ pay can not be touched by 
any authority except Congress, 
while an army officer’s pay can be 
stopped without a hearing or judi- 
cial action of any kind by the comp- 
troller general, the Secretary of 
War or the chief of finance until 
the amount set up by the comp- 
troller snake dh esinadnadel is satisfied.

FLAG THAT MARKED 
~ALASKAN SALE SAVED 


First to Fly Over Territory 
Now in State Depart- 


ment Library. 


The first American flag to fly 
over Alaska, unfurled over the cus- 
toms house at Sitka in 1867 by Col. 
Joseph I. Keefer, of 503 Seventh 
street northwest, now reposes in the 
library of the State Department. 

Col. Keefer, as aid-de-camp to 
Capt. Thomas E. Ketchum, went to 
Alaska in 1867 in the party that 
completed arrangements with the 
Russian government for the sale of 
Alaska to the United States. Col. 
Keefer, as soon as the final papers 
were exchanged, unfurled the Stars 
and Stripes over the customs house, 
while American, British and Rus- 
sian gunboats in the harbor fired a 
salute. 

The flag remained unfurled until 
sundown, when it was taken down 
and placed in a tin receptacle by 
Col. Keefer, who delivered it two 
years later to Secretary of State 
William Seward. 

For many years the flag was for- 
gotten, having been placed in the 
basement of the Department of 
State. In #894 Col. Keefer made 
@ search for it at the department, 
and after finding it among the rub- 
bish, had the librarian place it im its 
present place of dignity.

One of those whose self-destruction Was ‘a 
real blow to the artistic Paul 
Cassierer, the noted antiquary and art con- 
noisseur. He shot himself when a separa- 
tion from his artist wife, Tilla Durieux, seem- 
ed inevitable. And she, overcome with sor- 
row and despair, promptly tried to join him in 
death. ' 

Tilla Durieux is one of tne most accom- 
plished and beautiful actresses in Germany. 
She came into great prominence a year or so 
before the war when Herr von Jagow, presi- 
dent of the Berlin police and frequently a g0- 
between for Kaiser William II in confidential 
matters, sent a note to her dressing room 
asking her to meet a greal personage whose 
name could not be mentioned.

Very often, the investigators found, 


KIT GARSON’S TRIP _ 
TO NATIONAL CAPITAL

Kit Carson, the greatest of all the scouts 
and guides, made his first trip to Washing- 
ton as a bearer of dispatches at a time when 
travel through the wilderness was a hazard 
ous undertaking indeed. 

Starting from Los Angeles in March, 1847, 
with a very small party for the purpose of 
carrying dispatches to the Navy Department, 
Carson found the usual difficulties increased 
from the fact that he was accompanied by 
Lieut. E. F. Beale, who was so ill and weak 
that it became necessary to lift him on and 
off his horse during most of the journey, 
and indeed Carson doubted whether Beale 
would survive until the journey’s end. 

Only one trouble was experienced with 
Indians on the trip eastward, when a band 
of Apaches on the Gila river attacked the 
party one night. oad 

Arrived in Washington, after journeying 
nearly 4,000 miles in three months, Carson 
Was mmet by Jessie Benton Fremont, davgeh 
ter of Thomas H. Benton, senator from Mis- 


couri, at whose home he was hospitably en- 
tertaingd while at the Capital, for Carson 
was the intimate friend and frontier com 
panion of John C. Fremont during Many a 
hard and trying experience. 

Beale set out with Carson on the return 
trip, but was compelled to abandon it at St. 
Louis on account of ill health. Reaching 
Fort Leavenworth, 50 men were assigned 
Carson as.an escort, which accompanied him 
aus far as Santa Fe, where he hired 16 men 
for the rest of the journey. 

At the Point of Rocks on the Santa Fe 
trail the party was attacked by a Comanche 
war party, and on the Muddy river, a branch 
of the Virgen in Utah, a band of 300 Indians 
in threatening mood, were dispersed only. 
after it became necessary to kill One and 
wound a few as an example. , 

During the rest of the trip the only food 
was the flesh of two mules. And yet Carson 
regarded such privations as a trivial inei- 
gent compared with previous adventures.

For a score of years, beginning 1550, the 
various Indian tribes along the Missouri river 
received not more than half the annuities 


the government endeavored to send to them. 
With the transferring of Indian affairs from 
the military ,authorities to the hands of 
agents, the spoils system became the vogue. 
The Indians believed their Great White 
Father in Washington had lied to them and 
cheated them. Stupendous frauds and out- 
rages were commonly practiced by some 
agents. Those agents who desired to be hon- 
est were compelled to take the annuity goods 
up river in American Fur Co. boats. Hay- 
ing no warehouses, they were forced to store 
their goods with those of the traders. This 
mixing up of commercial goods and annuity 
goods always left the latter sadly depleted, 
and what had been started up the river as 
gift was received by the Indian only after 
he had paid for it with valuable furs. 

The report of. the northwestern treaty 
commission to the Sioux of the upper Mis- 
souri, 1866, significantly states: “Deliver- 


ies of goods should be witnessed by some Fed- 
eral officer who should certify that he saw 
the delivery.’’ Two years earlier Gen. Alfred 
Sully reported: ‘‘This system of issuing an- 
nuity goods is one grand humbug.” 

While the treaty-annuity agency system 
made treaties that were not carried out: 
eranted annuities which were not delivered: 
established a control that was too frequently 
vitiated by humbug and bare-faced fraud. 
the steamboats became of prime importance 
to the river tribes. With the buffalo on the 
road to extermination the steamboats brought 
supplies. Grown to be dependent upon trad- 
ers, the boats brought traders. Then the 
Indians were retired to reservations and the 
railreads drove the steamboats from the river 
as completely as the white man killed and 
drove away the buffalo. 

One agepjt in the Sioux country, whose 
salary was about $1,200 a year, retired after 
three years with a large fortune. Questioned 
how he saved so much out of a hundred dol- 
lars a month he said he “had to be economi- 
cal.’—-From Adventure Magazine for Janu- 
ary.

OST of this article will be written. 
not by me, but by a man who loved

Ile was President War- 
ren G. Harding. 

This is the story of his friendly and clever 
little Boston terrier, ‘‘Hub.’* Or to givé him 
his registration title, ‘‘Edgewood Hub.” Dogs 
are usually registered with the American 
Kennel club. under some rather bigh-sound- 
ing name. 

In their homes they are known usually by 
some shorter and simpler name, to which 
they answer, This is known as their “kennel 
name.’’ The other is their registration name. 
Few dogs are at all familiar with their own 
grandiose registration names. They answel 
to their kennel names alone. 

So. President Harding’s great Boston ter- 
rier did not realize he hed the word “Edge- 
wood’ in front of his more familiar title of 
“TIub.”’ There seems to be some doubt as to 
whether Harding actually had legal owner- 
ship in this dog, or if Hub merely adopted 
him as a master and chum. Nor does it mat- 
ter. 

Any one with enough cash can be the 
‘owner’ of a dog. Nobody can become that 
- dog’s ‘‘master’’ without the dog’s own ador- 
ing consent. Money has nothing to do with 
that. Neither has actual ownership. 

Hub used to wander daily into the office 
of the Marion (Ohio) Star, where Harding 
at that time wus editor-in-chief. and would 
romp with the ‘“‘boss,’’ with no feeling at all 
of the latter’s power or dignity. 

This, of cours®, was many 
Harding became President of 
States.

Harding was as 
heartsick over his canine chum’s loss as over 
thet of a human friend, While his grief was 
still keen, he wrote an “appreciation” of the 
little dog that had been. so dear to him. | 
am going to copy it, word for word:

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New England's Big Cats. 


What a pity it is 
that the census 
taker can not call 
on some of our wild 
life, that we might 
know something re- 
garding the popula- 
tion of the forests 
and fields! As it is, 
it is mostly guess- 
work. The report of 
the panther or cou- 
gar supposed to be 
roaming in the vi- 
cinity of Bethel, 

Vt., has brought out 

several reports of a 

similar mature. If 

all of them are ‘to 

be accepted, the big 

cats are at home in at least three, and pos- 
sibly four of the New England States. In 
addition to the Vermont cougar, two have 
been reported to me from Maine, one from 
the vicinity of Hebron and Groton, N. H., and 
several from Huntington, Mass. In all but 
the latter instance.the identification is ques- 
tionable, depending largely on screams, which 
may or may not have emanated from a pan- 
ther’s throat. 

The Huntington identification is decidedly 
more trustworthy. <A panther was first re- 
ported thefe a year ago. It was seen on Jan- 
uary 18, 1925, by the Rev. C. H. Chapin, of 
Huntington. It was within 100 feet, was 
walking, and Mr. Chapin had an excellent 
view of it. He has seen cougars and is posi- 
tive of his identification on this occasion. 
He says that this animal was not far from 
the size of an average collie dog or fox- 
hound and had the long tail which is charac- 
teristic of the cougar. Apparently, this ani- 
mal was not fully grown and may possibly 
have been of the litter of the spring of 1924. 

Since then big cats have been seen and 
identified as cougars by several other peo- 
ple. Two trustworthy witnesses state tiat 
last April they drove within two or three 
rods of a fully grown cougar and had an ex- 
cellent view of it. A superintendent of the 
State road section near Huntington saw one 
cross the highway, and this was seen also by 
several men riding on a sled just back of him. 
This last October a small one, probably a 
kitten of the past season’s litter, was chased 
into a ledge near where Mr. Chapin encoun- 
tered the first one reported. He is of the 
opinion that no less than three generations 
are represented there. In every case, so he 
says, the long tail was noted. This is, of 
course, conclusive evidence that the animal 
Was not a wildcat or a ‘Canada lynx, both 
the latter having short, stubby tails.

There is an old saying that it is hard to 
keep a good man down.

People of supposed in- 
telligence still believe that Prickly Porky the

A Raider From the Arctic. 


Reports of snowy owls have reached me 
from many points—-both along the coast and 
inland. This means that living has not been 
altogether easy in the north and these great 
White birds are making raids to the south 
in quest of food. The snowy owl is in many 
respects the handsomest member of the ow! 
family. While most owls are to a large ex 
tent nocturnal, this fellow is diurnal as well 
as nocturnal. Note how Mother Nature has 
protected the bird's feet, feathering them so 
that the great talons are almost hidden. 
Considering the fact that this bird spends 
much of his time on ice and snow. Mother 
Nature’s wisdom is quite evident. While it is 
rated as less harmful than the great horned 
owl in the destruction of desirable birds and 
animals, it is a bad actor in coveys of grouse 
or pheasants. It is not good news when it is 
reported in numbers south of its 
habitat. 


The Pickled Tadpole.

This has always been mv motto. It 
sums up, possibly as well as it can be 
summed up in a few words, my whole 
philosophy . of life—the philosophy 
which has kept me ceaselessly following 
the trail of adventure to strange parts 
of the earth and which leaves me, on my 
return from an 1,100-mile trek into the 
unknown heart of Abyssinia, still eager 
for more thrills. 

Almost everybody wonders how I ever 
happened to start on my life of travel 


your 


and exploration. It is not difficult. to 


explain. I was always anxious 
to see the world—yes, so anx- 
ious that my mother used 
say I would not wait, but 
insisted on being born on 

a train going to London. 

And I have been on the 

move ever since. 

I think the desire to 
travel is innate with 
some people. Certainly, 

I did not get mine from 
inheritance, although my 
Spanish grandmother is 

said to have been the 

first woman who crossed the 
Andes on mules, Outside of this 
spark of adventure, I can not re- 
call anything interesting or venture- 
some in our family history, except that 
a distant uncle, Judge Torr, enjoyed the 
distinction of trying the murderers of 
St. Hugh, during the reign of Henry I. 
Other members of my family have been 
landowners in Lincolnshire ever since 
the days of the Doomsday Book, and | 
do.not think anything will ever budge 
them. 

As a child, I loved the great outdoors. 
In my home county I was known as one 
of the best cross-country riders, with the 
Belvoir and Blackney hounds. This 
pleasure, however, was cut off at ‘an 
early age, when I was placed in a con- 
vent to complete my education. Not 
even the forbidding sisters, however, 
could check my spirit of adventure. | 
recall one night, breaking all rules and 
escaping, with. my evening clothes 
wrapped around me, under a tweed 
suit, down a water pipe, which extended 
for several stories beneath my window. 
It was my first real dance, and I enjoyed 
it thoroughly, although I still had the 
climb up the pipe to reckon with, but 
I managed it. 

Fortune soon satisfied my longing to 
look over the edge of the horizon. Fate 
answered my call in the person of my 
first husband, Col. Ronald Forbes. I 
was only 18 at the time, and ready for 
Anything, and I was delighted when | 
Jearned we were to spend our honey- 
moon in India. Then came the real test 
of my riding ability. 

We shot tigers in Rajputana and 
snow leopards in the Himalayas. Later 
we visited Australia, where I fell in love 
with the wide, lonely spaces of the blue- 
gum country, where there are no fences, 
end you can ride for a month without 
seeing any one. For four months we 
wandered round the huge cattle ranches,

I lived for several days in the kraals 
(huts) of the natives. Finally I started 
on my Way again, begging a horse from 
the police camps,: and traveling from 
one camp to another. 

At Sarni, a city of thatched mushroom 
huts in Bechuanaland, I visited the king, 
who had several hundred wives and was 
eager for more. By royal command 
two of the king’s attendants seized me 
and led me into his presence. The mon- 
arch gave me an appraising look from 
head to foot. 

“No, no,” he finally said, with a for- 
bidding shake of his head. ‘“‘She not fat 
enough for wife. Me no give any of my 
cows for her.” 

Among the Zulus, vou see, fatness is 
esteemed one of the greatest charms a 
woman can have. Cows are the com- 
modity usually given in exchange for 
brides, and the more a woman weighs 
the greater number of cows that will 
be offered in exchange for her. My 
thinness saved me from the embarrass- 
ment of refusing any offers from the 
king. 

A little farther on, near Livingstone, 
my journey was called to a sudden ena 
by official authority. The governor re- 
fused me permission to proceed on the 
ground that all that’ would be found of 
me would be a riding boot—and a dead 
lion choked by the other! | 

London called now. News reached 
me that war had been declared and I 
decided to return. Shortly after my 
arrival I enlisted as an ambulance driv- 
er, and drove a 40-horsepower Mercedes 
for the Societe de Secours aux Blesses 
Militaires till 1917.

For fourteen months we 
wandered on foot, on horseback, by ele- 
phants, camels and water buffalo.

Crossing America we reached Hono- 
lulu. Then on to Samoa, Fiji, Tonga 
and New Guinea, where we rode along 
the Owen Stanley range, on the very 
edge of the cannibal country. Here the 
natives kill and eat their old folks as 


-soon as they are past being fit for work. 


At one of the wooden rest. houses an 
amusing incident occurred with a native 
boy. His attire, as he served us our 
coffee, was intriguing. He was nude, 
except for a half dozen birds of paradise 
and some lobsterclaws in his hair. Pre- 
senting him with a length o¢ red flannel 
to make a kilt, the boy appeared to be 
most grateful, and held it up to cover 
himself. Next morning, to our amaze- 
ment, he came on the scene as nude as 
before, but with an enormous red turban 
added to his head decoration. 

From New Guinea we _ traveled 
through Java and Sumatra, up the Ma- 
lay peninsula to Siam. Here we won the 
distinction of being the first white wom- 
en to cross the mountains, on ponies not 
much bigger than Newfoundland dogs. 

China, however, was the scene of our 
most exciting adventures. Refused .a 
passport by the British consul, at Can- 


ton, we were determined not to be frus- 


trated, so we boarded a Chinese troop 


train and rode into the interior. 
Reaching.our destination, we escaped 
in disguise through the mobs. By junk 
and sedan chair we traveled some 500 
miles, finally being discovered and cap- 
tured by the southern army, then in the 
midst of a long drawn out war with the 
north. Fortunately, instead of confin- 
ing us to prison, we were made to do 
Red Cross work. This was because we 
had proved so useful on our journey to 
camp. with our few bandages, soap, 
scissors and the without 
which no woman’s kit is complete.

Winning the approval of the general, 
before whom we were brought, we were 
allowed for our special amusement to 
witness the torturing of a spy. Never 
shall 1 forget it. The man.-was put to 
death by a thousand cuts. Later we 
were compelled to witness numerous be- 
headings, including that of our cook, 
who was condemned to death for being 
a spy. 

Fearing lest we might come to the 
same untimely end, we watched our op- 
portunity and escaped during the panic 
caused by the approach of the northern 
army. | 

To accomplish this we had to destroy 
our. clothes and: drape ourselves with 
Red Cross flags. Death almost claimed 
us when we were forced to descend the 
rapids of the Siam river. This brought 
upon us the imprecations of our heavily 
bribed crew. They prayed at the top of 
their voices, while their poles splintered 
and the boat creaked and whined—al- 
most smashing to atoms. 

After this experience we were glad to 
leave China, carrying with us a few 
relics of our journey, which we had 
great difficulty in getting through Rus- 
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sia on our wav back to England. 

Wanderlust seized me again 
after a few monthy’ rest in Eng- 
land, and this time North Africa 
made a strong appeal for the 
scene of my adventures. During 
1920 I crossed from Morocco to 
Abyssinia. Interested in the 
Arab races, I decided to study 
their language that I might 
readily interpret their 
views and if possible establish

mvyself-as a champion of native 
rights. 

It was at this time I was in 
Damascus, during Fuseil’s reign, 
and it is said I was largely in- 
strumental in preventing the 
Arab attacking the 
French battalions on the coast.

I even attempted a peace speech, 
In the national assembly aj 
Damascus—which is the only 
time a woman has ever spoken 
in a Moslem parliament. 

I decided to devote myself to 
the Arab help the 
Arabs of Syria obtain the inde-

pendence repeatedly promised to 

them and their countrymen in 

Palestine and Iraq during the 

war, and to trv to weld the more 

civilized Arabian states into a 

confederation under the protec- 
tion of England or America. 

During these various Journeys I had 
learned much concerning the secrets of 
Islam. A little knowledge of this fas- 
cinating subject creates a 
more, 


desire for 
I, therefore, planned to make an 
expedition to Kufara, the sacred city of 
the fierce Senussi confraternity in the 
heart of the Libian desert. My fame as 
an explorer now became world wide, for 
I am the only living European and 
Christian to have made this trip. 

My companion on this journey was 
an Egyptian Moslem. a close friend of 
the Senussi prince, who aided us great- 
lv. From the outset our journey was 
fraught with terror, and we, were com- 
pelled to flee, at a moment’s notice, from 
Italian territory in Bedouin disguise. 
In this exploit spies were outwitted and 
drugged coffee was called to our aid in 
disposing of too inquisitive enemies. 

Atter this escapade, with only a cou- 
ple of guides‘and two black slaves ac- 
companying us, Wwe wandered by ‘cir- 
cuitous. routes. To elude pursuit and 
attack we traveled by night marches. 
Our eventual escape from death by star- 
vation was due to our good fortune in 
being picked up by a merchant caravan, 
which escorted us to Jalo, on the edge 
of the great southern desert. , 


Still undaunted, we engaged a dozen 
black soldier slaves and two slave wom- 
en. With our party thus augmented, and 
20 camels laden with. fodder, fuel and 
water, we set off on a seven days’ water- 
lessfnarch across an arid waste of sand, 
where there was neither track nor land- 
mark for several hundred miles. 

Owing to the treachery of one of our 
guides, we-lost our way and nearly died 
of thirst. With gums splitting, eyes 
blinded by sandstorms and _ speechless 
from stiff, swollen throats, the great

Allah led us, on the tenth day, to an un-— 
charted well. 

After a dav’s recuperation, we strug- 
yled on through the great dune barrier. 
which guards the secrets of the Senussi, 
passing the remains of whole caravans 
and the bodies of victims who had suc- 
cumbed through thirst before attaining 
their goal. Warding off night attacks 
and fighting the persistent treacherv 
and fanaticism of our servants, who 
were always suspicious, we finally dis- 
covered the secret of the Sahara—hid- 
den away in the exquisite valley of Ku- 
fara, with its three blue lakes, its ver- 
million sands and its strange window- 
less towns, built in a cleft between high 
rainbow colored cliffs. 

Eventually most of our followers. 
fearing every moment that my secret 
might be disclosed, deserted us. The 
fact that, although ostensibly a Bedouin 
woman, I had blue eyes, brought the 
ardent attentions of one of the chiefs, 
who persisted in paying me homage. To 
prevent his becoming suspicious, I was 
compelled to swallow with him a sheep’s 
eve, which is one of the tributes they 
pay to a woman they wish to court. 
After I had survived this ordeal we 
started back to Egypt by a new route. 

After seventeen days we_ reached 
Jarabub, the second sacred and secret 
place of the Senussi. During this trek 
we frequently marched for thirteen 
hours, with a minimum of* food and 
water. The dangerous trip established 
a record. It was the first time that cam- 
els withstood a twelve-day march with- 
out water, under European leadership. 

A trip to savage Asir, a province of 
western Arabia, was my next achieve- 
ment. This Jland has remained unex- 
plored since the Danish expedition of 
1763. It was on this forbidden coast 
that the survivors of the German cruis- 
er “Emden” were butchered by the na- 
lives. | 

To reach my objective, I sailed a 20- 
ton scow from Port Sudan, in the teeth 
of the winter gales, with a crew of 
eight Arabs—only one of whom had 
previously made the journey. In this 
open boat, barely 30 feet long, I had per- 
force to remain for fourteen days, 
without any shelter, battling with cur- 
rents and winds. Having no ballast, we 
were driven on a reef during the first 
day, and the boat sprung a bad leak. 
I‘or the remainder of the distance mv 
crew and I had to bail night and day. 

We had a fight with a slaver, who 
tried to sink us, but having kept our 
rifles dry, by slinging them to the mast, 
we were able to beat off the attack. Our 
provisions gave out after the eighth day 
and we existed on the fish we caught. 
while we had only water that was more 
than half salt to satisfy our thirst. 
Eventually we arrived in Jazan, sodden, 
battered and exhausted by a fortnight’s 
incessant storm and were so thin, our 
bones protruded through our skin. Dur- 
ing this tempest we were tied to the 
joists across the boat for tempercly 
respite from the raging sea. 

For two months we traver sd the 
plains of Asir and North Yemen. To

donned an orange smock, with heavy 
silver anklets. and toe strings, a high 
crowned straw hat, which I perched on 
top of my turban, and sandals, with 
dyed grass straps, a very picturesque 
costume. 

At North Yemen, the sacred capital 
of Sabayva, where the Prophet Emir Mo- 
hammed el] Idrissi ruled in seclusion, 
never seen by his people, the prince 
granted me an audience. It was held in 
pitch darkness, as his face is considered 
too holy to be seen. As a souvenir 
‘his experience he gave me a 
pearls and a gold carved sword. such as 
only Moslem princes wear. 

During this journey [I had many nar- 
row escapes, once being nearly trampled 
to death by a suspicious mob. who com- 
menced to shout: “She is not the daugh- 
ters of Adam!” Another time the per- 
sistence of harem slaves, who wanted 
to bathe me, nearly revealed the fact 
that my olive complexion (bought in a 
bottle) onlv reached my shoulder blades. 

After many such adventures I finally 
made my way toa port and boarded a 
steamer for Egypt. Lord Allenby’s 
greeting when we met was not very 


‘attering. 

“Why,” his lordship said, “there is 
ardly any of vou left—vyou don’t look 
alf the woman vou were.” 
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n 1923 1 planned what was consid- 
ered a most daring project, that of se- 
cuving the autobiography of Raisuli, the 
late sultan of the Moroccan mountains, 
who is said to be the most famous 
brigand of all history. By pulling a few 
strings, I induced the Spanish authori- 
ties to send me to the foot of the moun- 
tains, and there the Haroun al Rashid of 
North Africa, the modern Robin Hood, 
sent an escort of warriors to meet me. 

Accompanied by them, I rode up to 
the plateau, where the great brigand 
had his camp. He had a special tent 
pitched for me. I lived there for weeks, 
sleeping on the ground with a striped 
camel hair blanket wrapped around me, 
“bathing” in a brass bow] scented with 
mint, and dining on mutton and rice, 
eaten with my fingers. All the while 
this afforded me an excellent opportun- 
ity to further study the innermost work- 
ings of the mind of the East, as it was 
revealed by this tribe, in its ruthless 
cruelty, its cunning philosonhy and 
faith, its passionate patriotism and its 
fatalism. 

No stranger mixture of philosopher 
and tyrant could be depicted than Rais- 
uli. Among various remarks, which he 
expressed and which impressed me were 
these: ‘The world is as wide as a man’s 
imagination.” “It seems to me you have 
an intelligence more suited to a man.” 
“The feet of our women are too curved 
for rough ways, but you of Europe are 
built more for utility than beauty.” At 
one “noment this strange man would 
have slaves beaten to death with 900 
lashes and at another he would send 
three times into the mountains to find 
a half-starved vellow cat. 

Not content with the laurels already 
won in.the field of travel and explora- 
tion, I recently took a caravan trek into 
the heart of Abyssinia. For souvenirs 
this trip yielded me some fascinating 
garments in wonderfully worked silk, 
presented to me by the Empress of Abys- 


sinia at the royal palace in Addis Ababa, 
the capital. They comprise trousers of 
brocaded silk. over which are worn In- 
ner and outer robes of dazzling colors. 
These are worn by the court ladies. 

The empress is known as “The Queen 
of the Kings of Ethiopia, daughter of 
Menelik, conqueror, the Lion of Judah.” 
She is believed by many authorities to 
be a direct lineal descendant of 
Solomon and the Queen of Sheba. 

Her majesty received me at 7 o'clock 
in the morning. She explained to me 
that she was giving a feast on the fol- 
lowing day for 5,000 people. and she had 
to be in the kitchens to see that every- 
thing was all right. The Abvssinians 
eat their meat raw, the belief being that 
raw meat makes good warriors. 

Among one of the most interesting ex- 
periences encountered on this tortuous 
journey was a visit to the troglodvte 
citv of Lalibehla, where there are eleven 
wonderful churches hidden away under- 
ground. I visited all of them with the ex- 
ception of one 
dedicated to the 
Virgin Mary, 
where it is said 
no female is al- 
lowed to enter. I 
have often won- 
dered what they 
would say if a 
female sparrow 
built her nest 
there, as they 
often do in our lovely old 
cathedrals in England. 

Many people ask 
whether Addis Ababa is 
civilized. It 1s becom- 
ing so, and the regent is 
desirous of converting the city into a 
modern one. He recently introduced a 
printing press, and even a steam road 
roller, but the latter is more a source of 
fear than anything else. On every oc- 
casion that it is used, the natives flee 
before it. They can not endure the 
miniature “earthquake” it produces. 

It was surprising to find what an in- 
terest the Abyssinians exhibited in me. 
As I was the first white woman to visit 
their land, they called me the ‘‘White 
Angel.” On one occa- | 
sion a warrior asked if | 
were real flesh and blood 
and, on being assured I 
was, asked if I could 
wash him white. 

Shortly after our arrival in Abyssinia 
we had a narrow escape from possible

The outbreak of war brought Gov. Sprague 
to Washington. At his own expense he had 
raised and equipped a regiment. At Bull 
Run he displayed high valor. -Again ‘he met 
Kate Chase and with the quick bloom of war 
romance in any period they bécame engaged. 
The news met with popular acclaim. She 
was so beautiful and he so brave, it seemed 
in every way an admirable match. 
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HEIR marriage in Washington on Novem- 
ber 12, 1862, was the preeminent social 
event of the war period. The ceremony 
and reception were on a magnificent seale 
and a special wedding march was composed 
for the occasion and played by the Marine 
band. The ceremony was witnessed by many 


men and then

When his term as goy 
ernor had expired Sprague aspired for a 
seut in the United States Senate. He was 
successful and once more the fate of Kate 
Chase Sprague turned to the Natlonal Capital 

Sprague was the youngest member of the 
Senate, and their home was the fashlonable 
center of the Capital. They entertained ex- 
tensively and lavishly. When her first child. 
& sOn, Was born it Was a matter of national 
interest. His christenIng robe was described 
in minutest detail, as if it had been that of u 
royal infant, and the figures of the handsome 
settlement made upon him were widely pub- 
lished, 

Meantime, Salmon Chase had become Chief 
Justice of the United:States. He strove for 
the Presidency, only to be disappointed as 
were Webster and Blaine. It was his fortune 
lo administer the oath of office to successful 
rivals for the nomination. In May, 1873, he 
died in New York, and his body was sent back 
to Washington where it lay tor a day and a 
night guarded by his sorrowing countrymen 
within the bar of the great court which he 
had served so faithfully and so well. 

After her father’s death the shadows con- 
tinued to fall for Kate Chase Sprague. She 
had been trained from childhood to enjoy 
abundant meaus and she spent lavishly and 
Buve even more so. So when the financial 
punic of the early seventies came even 
Sprague’s magnificent fortune was almost 
swept away. 

With comparative poverty came wretched- 
ness and misunderstanding with Sprague. 
For a time they lived unhappily together. 
Finally Mrs yrague appealed to the courts 
for relief anc a divorce with permis- 
sion.to resume her maiden name. Of this 
she uvailed herself some years later when 
Sprague murried again. 

With her three daughters she came _ tu 
Washington and lived at Edgewood, a suburb- 
un home two miles north of the city which had 
been left to her by her father. Here she lived 
in retirement apart from the gocia] lHfe of 
the great city where she had been such a 
favorite, living on her memories of the past, 
as it were. Loyal friends surrounded her to 
the end of her life; she had faithful servants, 
und her children were devoted and two dogs 
were her constant companions. 

There she rounded her old age, beautiful 
to the end, with the serenity that comes with 
advanced years, enduring pain with fortitude. 
At Edgewood on July 31, 1899, she died, her 
three daughters at her side. For the last few 
hours left for her to see of mortal men she 
lay, a queen even in. death, in the library of 
her-father at Edgewood. Its windows gave a 
vista to the beautiful city below where she 
had reigned as sovereign in the halls of the 
light-hearted and gay and been the toast of 
the town. ‘‘Sic’transit gloria mundi.””

Last Monday the Editor gave another Lit- 
tle Journey Around the Nation’s Capital over 
WCAP. I hope many of you listened in be- 
cause | talked about the great Capitol build- 
ing. For the benefit of those who do not 
own radios I will repeat some of the impor- 
tant facts now. , 

As you know, the Capitol is one of the 
show places of the city. It is magnificent 
in its dimensions, covering over three and a 
half acres of ground. The central portion 
of tlhe building is made of Virginia sand- 
stone, painted white; the extensions, that is, 
the House and Senate wings, are of Massa- 
chusetts marble. 

Enter the Capitol from the eastern front, 
going up the broad flight of steps until you 
reach the beautiful bronze doors by Ran- 
dolph Rogers representing scenes from the 
life of Christopher Columbus. Within the 
rotunda or interior of the dome a feast of 
things at which to look is spread before our 
eyes. The walls are covered by paintings and 
frescoes, including the celebrated series by 
Trumbull showing scenes in the American 
Revolution. 

High up in the dome are the wonderful 
frescoes of Brumidi, an Italian artist, who 
died before he could complete them. From 
the gutside of the building we can see on the 
dome the bronze statue of Freedom weigh- 
ing 14,985 pounds, one of the noted pieces 
of sculpture in the modern world. 

On our way to the-House of Representa- 
tives’ chamber we pass through what is 
known as Statuary hall, once the hall of the 
House of Representatives before the present 
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wing was built. Around the room stand 
statues of great men from the States of the 
Union and one woman, Frances EF. Willard, 
of Illinois. 

Each State has been allowed to place two 
Statues there and nearly all of the States 

, ~ 
have taken advantage of this opportunity. 
It is a splendid lesson in American sistory 
just to walk around Statuary hall and see 
these life-size replicas of our great men. 
Virginia sent statues of George Washington 
and Robert FE. Lee and Maryland has as one 
of her representatives a statue of John Han- 
son, president of the Continental Congress. 

In Statuary hall is the celebrated Whisper- 
ing Gallery, where you can stand on certain 
stones and hear what people out of earshot 
are saying in other parts of this big room. 

Laws are made in the Capitol and it is a 
fine thing to visit the Senate and House 
chambers, where representatives and sena- 
tors are discussing new laws and voting upon’ 
them. Speaker Nicholas Longworth presides 
over the House of Representatives and Vice 
President Dawes over the Senate. There are 
public galleries where you may sit and listen 
to the debates and every Washington child 
should not fail in this patriotic duty of visit- 
ing Congress and watching the wheels of 
law-making as they go round day by day. 

The Capitol also houses the Supreme Court 
of the United States, the highest tribunal in 
the land, the court of last appeal, presided 
over by Chief Justice William Howard Taft, 
who was once President of the United States. 
The Supreme Court meets in what was once 
the Senate chamber of the United States and 
the judges sit on a high rostrum in their 
black robes of office and it is a very impres- 
sive sight. Childrén are not permitted to 
senter this courtroom unless they are accom- 
panied by adults. 

This is but a brief trip through the Capitol 
and there are many, many more wonderful] 
things to see there than I have had time to 
tell about. 

The building is open daily, except Sundays 
and holidays, from 9 a. m. to 4:30 p. m.
